Policeman James Tipton and 
Thomas Scott of the local force, 
Saturday morning about three-thirty 
o'clock attempted to arrest Dave 
Reasor, a well known negro of this 
city charged with the felony of 
stealing of stealing from a common 
earner. From the best information 
we nre able to obtain, it seems that 
the negro was caught stealing coal 
from a car several days before and 
that Policeman Scott went to arrest 
him, not anticipating any trouble, 
but when he approached the negro 
he was ordered to "stand back" at 
the point of n revolver. Mr. Scott 
not having a warrant at the time 
returned to the police headquarters 
and had a warrant issued for him. 
Since then the officers have been on 
the lookout and succeeded in locating 
him Saturdny morning. Officer Tip- 
ton armed with a repeating shot gun 
went to the back of the house and 
officer Scott to the front door; where 
he called to the negro and told him 
to come out and surrender. Reasor 
however slipped out the back door 
and was ordered twice by Tipton 
to throw up his hands and surrender. 
The negro dropped to the ground in 
a crouching position and reached 
for his gun, and the officer began 
shooting. After the first two shots 
Scott ran around the house nnd join- 
ed Tipton in the shooting. The negro 
was wounded several times and lived 
only a few minutes. We are informed 
a large pistol was taken from his 
pocket. Reasor was about 59 years 
of age and had a reputation as a 
"bad man." He had been in trouble 
many times and there is no question 
about it if he had not been killed he 
would have killed the officers. 

In order that the matter might be 
thoroughly investigated Mr. Tipton 
surrendered to County Judge Che- 
nault and executed bond for his ap- 
pearance before the Grand Jury. 
His bond was signed by Messrs. Robt. 
C. Gatewood an d John Gibb ons.

l ne new anti-noise ordinance pro- 
rides prompt punishment for any 
person plying a trade in the streets 
who shall make or permit to he made 
"any noise tending to disturb the 
peace and quiet of the neighborhood 
for the purpose of directing atten- 
tion to his wares or trade or calling." 

This is an improvement upon the 
old ordinance and will put a stop to 
some of the needless noises that have 
been an abomination to the com- 
munity. There are, however, many 
other noises that are just as needless 
and just as annoying that do not 
come under the penalties of the law 
because they are not made by persons 
plying a trade and are not intended 
to attract attention to wares or to 
callings.

The "mirage," according 
to the report, was first seen by Mr 
Calderbank. It lasted about twenty 
minutes. Beyond the phantom shore, 
at an apparent distance of many 
miles, was a ship enveloped in smoke, 
Around this ship smaller boats were 
encircling, some with two funnels, 
others with three funnels. Viewed 
through binoculars the masts could 
be seen quite clearly. Later on the 
ships appeared like specks upon the 
horizon. Finally, just pefore the mi- 
rage disappeared, two boats left the 
principal ship, which had broken 
into flames. Tn reply to criticisms 
of the statement Mr. Calderbank in- 
sists that he and his students were 
not misled by a combination of 
clouds. The coast line remained sta^ 
tionary, whilst the ships changed 
their positions. The mirage did not 
provide an inverted picture. Every 
detail was in its natural position.

DIES WITH SCREW HOLES. 

In hardening dies and punches in 
it is common practice to plug 
holes with asbestoa, of the wick or 
granulated form, to prevent injury 
to the screw threads or enlargement 
of the dowel holes by scaling. When 
thia is done trouble is often experi- 
enced in cleaning out the holes, as 
the asbestos sometimes becomes 
baked on. To avoid this the asbestos 
should be mixed with graphite and 
oil, aa holes plugged with this mix 
ture can be readily cleaned and will 
be found entirely free from scale

The results of the comprehensive 
study of the effects of the European 
war on busines throughout the United

"In Philadelphia and ev- 
en in Pittsburg, despite the severity 
of the depression in the iron and 
steel trade the deposits of the largest 
savings banks have during the last 
month, exceeded withdrawals." 

Certain lines of trude have been 



stimulated because of orders placed 
by foreign nations, but the purchase 
of supplies by belligerant nations 
"satisfies but a slight fraction of the 
American business world" the report 



"The last few weeks," says the re- 
port, "have brought about a little 
convalescence even in those indus- 
tries which seemed wholly crippled." 

The problem of unemployment and 
other financial and industrial ques- 
tions arising out of the war condi- 
tions will be considered at the meet- 
ing.

POPULAR ELECTION 

OF SENATORS 

The people of the United States 
last month elected a lurge number of 
Senators, about one- third of the en- 
tire membership of the National 
Senate. There are M scandals and 
no deadlocks. With two or three in- 
ceptions the results were so decisive 
that everybody knew a day or two 
after the election just who WM elec- 
ted an<l by how ninny votes. 

Judson C. Welli ver, writing in the 
Farm and Fireside, cites as the iirst 
benefit to the public from the popular 
election of Senators "the satisfac- 
tion of knowing what has happened." 
There will be a greater benefit, Mr. 
Wellivcr says, from the fact that 
State Legislatures will not be bur- 
dened with the task of electing Sena- 
tors and will have a chance to do 
constructive work. "The country," 
he says, "had grown to think of the 
State Legislatures as chiefly import- 
ant because of their function of 
naming Senators." 

It is much to be doubted from the 
experience of the past if the average 
Legislature is capable of construct- 
ive legislation. Certainly the aver- 
age legislator is not, and about the 
best that the public can hope from a 
Legislature is the adoption of some 
needful measures along with a lot of 
other laws, good, bad and indifferent, 
but mostly in the two last named 
classes. But the public has cause 
to rejoice over the divorcement that 
has been brought about between 
Legislatures and senatorial elections. 
There are no more disreputable chap- 
ters in American political history 
than those which relate to some of 
I he senatorial elections of the past. 
The Legislatures ought to be some- 
what more useful as a result of the 
new order. 

There will be fewer purchased MB* 
utorial scats. We may be sure of 
that. There will be no more dead- 
locks in senatorial elections, drag- 
ging along for weeks and months to 
the detriment of the public buMiu- 
and the disturbance of the public 
mind. There will be fewer legisla- 
tive scandals anil fewer broken 
pledges among politicians. There 
will be less injection of national af- 
fairs into county and legislative dis- 
trict elections. There will be smaller 
opportunity for the building up of 
political machines. 

There are a thousand other reas- 
ons why it is better for the people 
to elect their Senators, but any one 
of the reasons cited is good and suf- 
ficient, and there is no need of en- 
larging the list merely to enumerate 
the incidentals. — Courier Journal.
